STATEMENT ESTABLISHING UNINTENTIONAL DELAY 

Dear Sir: 

Hitachi GST did not become aware of the Office Action of January 24, 
2008 until Hitachi GST received a call from the USPTO Examiner this morning. 
Hitachi GST never received the Office Action of January 24, 2008 via the mail. 
From a review of the file, it appears that the USPTO sent the office action to the 
wrong location due to the USPTO inconrectly changing the customer number to 
associate with the con^espondence address based on Hitachi GST's "Revocation 
of Power of Attorney with New Power of Attorney and Change of 
Correspondence Address" form sent on December 9, 2004(see attached). The 
USPTO incorrectly put the customer number 38023 into its records when the 
December 9, 2004 document requested that the customer number be changed to 
36023. Thus, the delay was unintentional. Further, since the error was caused 
by the USPTO, Hitachi GST should not be assessed a fee for this revival.
